in the Erasmus Smith appeal was still being 
argued last term. The case for the Roman 
Catholic * special defendants” and the case 
for the Attorney-General have still to be 
argued, and, with the reply on behalí of 
the Governors of the Schools to follow, the 
adjourned hearing of this one appeal alone is 
likely to engage many days of the coming 
sittings. .The appeal principally is from a 
judgment of the High Court—that the para- 
mount intention of Erasmus Smith in endow- 
ing the schools founded by him was educa- 
tional, and not religious. 


EX-SERVICE MEN’S APPEAL. 


Among the appeals are those in the case of 
British ex-Service men against the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust and the 
Attorney-General of the Irish Free State, 
which raises questions concerning the interests 
of British ex-Service men in cottages held 
by them under the trusts of the Land@#Trust 
Powers Act, 1923, and the Irish Free State 
(Consequential Provisions) Act, 1922; and in 
the case of Michael McNamara and Son, 
tobacco importers, against the owners of the 
steamship Ma in relation to liability for 
damage caused by vermin to tobacco which 
was being shipped from the United States of 
America to Dublin. The latter case is of great 
interest to shipowners. 

There is an important appeal from a judg- 
ment of the Irish Land Commission, which 
raises the question whether the Revenue 
Commissioners are entitled to demand pay- 
ment of estate duty in land bonds equivalent 
in nominal value to the amount of their 
claim, or whether they are bound to accept 
payment of the actual amount in cash, 


TRIAL MOTIONS, 
One of the new trial motions relates to an 
action in which a woman residing in Dublin 
claimed damages against a firm of chemists 
for injuries illeaed to have been caused to 
her through the use of a hair lotion, and in 
which the jury found in favour of the 


defendants. 
Other new trial motions deal with actions 
in which damages were claimed for personal

THE HIGH COURT. 


There are nine cases on notice on the 
State side for hearing in the High Court. 
One is for an order for habeas corpus, and 
most of the others are motions for orders 
for certiorari. Of two cases stated by Dis- 
trict Justices, one raises an issue about the 
method of making payments under the 
Public Bodies Order of 1925. A Revenue 
petition, and a special case stated, also are 
to be ‘heard. 

Circuit Court appeals now number 75. 
The despatch with which Circuit appeals 
have been disposed of can be appreciated by 
comparing this number with the figure at 
which Circuit Court appeals stood at the 


end of 1931. It was then 280. 
“A SOLDIER'S SONG.” 


An action has been started by Peadar 
O Cearnaigh, described in the summons as 
a painter, of 25 Donohoe street, Inchicore, 
Dublin, and Michael Heeney (suing as per- 
sonal representative of the te Patrick 
OHaonaigh), described as a railway 
employé, of 12 Shadwell street, Birmingham, 
against the Dublin Theatre Co., Ltd., Dame 
street, Dublin, claiming an injunction to 
restrain the defendants from, as the plain- 
tiffs allege, infringing the plaintiffs’ copy- 
right by performing in public at the Theatre 
Royal or elsewhere, the musical work known 
as '' A Soldier's Song,” otherwise ‘‘ Soldiers 
of Erin,” without the leave of the plaintiffs; 
or permitting the Theatre Royal, or any 
other place of entertainment owned by them, 
or under their control, to be used for the 
performance of the ‘ Soldier’s Song.”’

CHARGE OF FRAUDULENT

Sentence of six months' detention was pro- 
mulgated by an Aldershot courtmartial yester- 
day on Driver George Clifford Hornsby, aged 
27, of the Royal Army Service Corps, and 
belonging to Rotherham, Yorkshire. 
Hornsby was found guilty of seven charges 
of fraudulent conversion, the total sum in- 
volved being £1. The trial lasted two days. 
The case for the prosecution was that 
Hornsby, who was a recruit, formed a boot 
club among fifteen other recruits. He col- 
lected a shilling weekly from each member, 
the arrangement being that each man should 
pay a total of ten shillings and receive a 
pair of boots, the order of receiving them 
being decided by drawing lots.

Hornsby, who pleaded not guilty, said that 
the men told him they were in no hurry for 
the boots until they went on Christmas leave, 
and he borrowed the money, intending to 
repay it when a Christmas club, of which he 
was a member, shared out. 

He actually received £3 from home as his 
share of the Christmas club on the day that 
the men went on leave.

ACCUSED MEN SENT FOR 
TRIAL, 


In the Kilmainham District Court yesterday 
John Gannon and Martin Dunne, both of 
Bluebell, were returned for iri.l on bail— 
£50 personal and two sureties of £25 each— 
charged with having ‘‘ held-up’’ Mrs, O’Dris- 
coll, at Lansdowne Vall y, Bluebell, on 
November 16, and stolen from her an attach’. 
case containing a small sum of money and 
some cheques. 

Mr. Gerard M. O’Brien, solicitor, defended. 

Miss Teresa Loughlin, Bluebeli Cottages, 
Inchicore, an employé of Messrs. Lamb Bros., 
Inchicore, deposed that she left off work on 
November 16 at 6 o’clock and went to the 
Inchicore Church. On the way home she mot 
the two defendants at Dwyer & Corner, Ring 
street, and they were going towards Inchi- 
core. 

In reply to Mr. O’Brien, witness said that 
when she met the accused men she said 
‘‘Good night,” and they returned the saluta- 
tion, 

Guard Foran, Clondalkin, said that on 
December 6 ha interviewed the accused men. 
They both said th-t they were quite willing to 
give statements as to their movements on 
November 16. Jannon said that he and 
Dunne went to the picture-house at Inchicore 
at 6.40. He thought that the te picture 
was called ‘‘ Lloyd of the C.I.D.” (Laughter.) 
He then gave details of the other pictures on 
the programme. He added in his statement: 
“When the Guards come to Bluebell looking 
for suspects they usually call for me.” 
(Laughter. ) 

Dunne in his statement said that “ Mickey 
Mouse ” was on when they got to the pictures 
at about 6.40. He did not “hold-up” any 
woman that night. 

Guard Foran, replying to Mr. O’Brien, said 
that it was not true to say that Gannon was 
arrested for everything that. happened in 
Bluebell. He did not know if Gannon was 
arrested for the alleged attack on Sergeant 
English, It was not on account of his 
political opinions that he was arrested. 

Richard Tanner, Upper Fitzwilliam street, 
Dublin, manager of the Inchicore Picture- 
House, gave evidence of the programme 
shown on November 16. A picture called 
‘‘ Five Stat Final” was on from 7 till 8.30. 
The picture, “Lloyd of the C.I.D.,”" was on 
from about 6.45 till 7. Previous to that the 
British Movietone pictures were on, including 
‘‘A Greek Earthquake.’’ 

Sergeant English, Clondalkin, said that on 
November 16 he went in a motor car to Blue- 
bell in consequence of a report sent to him. 
He saw two men near Camac Park at about 
8.20, and turned the car, and met one of the 
men, who was Martin Dunne. Dunne said 
that he could not say where his companion 
had gone, and, in reply to a further question, 
he said that his companion was John Gannon, 
Witness detained Dunne, and questioned him. 
Dunne said that he had been to the pictures, 
and described the programme. 

Witness subsequently interviewed Gannon, 
and asked him why he went away when the 
motor car stopped, and he said that he had 
to attend a football club meeting. He said 
that he had to bring three books to the meet- 
ing, and he produced a small book, and said 
that the other two were in the meeting room. 
Witness went to the meeting room and saw 
two books, which were large ledgers, and 
could not be carried by anyone without being 
seen. 

Sergeant English said that he has been. in 
Clondalkin for three years and a half, and 
during that time Gannon had not been 
arrested, except on the, present charge. 

Mr. O’Brien commented on the fact that 
the accused men were taken from the dock at 
Kilmainham Court, and placed in an identi- 
fication parade for Mrs. O’ Driscoll. 

Sergeant English replied that Mrs. O’Dris- 
coll was not in the Court when the men were 
in the dock. She could not identify either 
of the accused men. She pointed to both 
of them, and said that they were like the 
men who held her up. 

Justice Reddin said that he was satisfied 
that the State had put forward a prima facie 
case, and he returned the accused men for 
trial, as stated. 

He added that there was nothing to sugvest 
that Sergeant English had done anything 
irregular in his conduct of the case.

' Mr. L. C. Graham-Dixon (for the appli- 
vants), in dealing with arguments put tor- 
ward by the hi agpantin that meat-marking 
was impracticable without causing injury to 
the product, quoted from a report which 
described the American system as 
elaborate, but logical.” . 
The report said—'' There is no doubt that 
the system has come to stay.” This system, 
said Mr. Graham-Dixon, was becoming 
popular wherever it was tried. 
My. D. A. 8. Cairns (for the National 
Federation of Meat Traders’ Associations) 
said that the attitude of the American people 
on this subject was far different from that 
of the people of Great sritain. 
The Chairman ‘intimated that expert ev- 
dence as to the marking of meat would be 
called next day. 
During a discussion as to the difficulties 
experienced in distinguishing between 1m- 
ported meat and English meat, after it had 
been chilled, Mr. Graham-Dixon said—‘* We 
could submit a couple of pieces of meat and 
see whether the members of the Committee 
could distinguish between them.”

THE BUYER’S DIFFICULTY. 
Captain E. T. Morris, a former President 
of the National Farmers’ Union, stated that 
members of the Wool and Livestock Com- 
mittee of that body believed that a certain 
amount of substitution of foreign for English 
meat ‘was going on. ‘‘ Housewives of the 
working-class,” he said, “have come to me 
and have said: ‘How are we to know, when 
we go to the butchers’ to buy meat, that we 
are getting English”? 
Mr. Graham-Dixon—Are people really keen 
and interested in this question as a means 
of supporting agriculture: 
Captain Morris—Undoubtedly they are. 
Captain Morris added that English producers 
considered that the present meat-marking 
regulations were more or less a failure. 
Mr. Cairns suggested that very often a 
housewife. could tell by sight, or by touch, 
whether meat was imported or not.

Animals Protection League. 


To the activity of the Irish Animals 
Protection League may be attributed the 
wonderful change of heart among the 
people of Dublin towards animals. There 
was a time when the reproach of cruelty 
to animals could be levelled at the Irish. 

eople. Since the establishment of the 

t. Francis Dispensary for the treatment 
of sick animals in Darnell street, Dublin, 
it has been remarked that people are 
becoming. educated as to how animals 
should be treated. They are beginning to 
realise that animals can- appreciate kind- 
ness. They take advantage of the treat- 
ment which the dispensary offers to the 
animals of the poor, where all kinds of 
sufferers are brought daily to Mr. Harry 
O'Leary, the veterinary surgeon of the 
League. Thousands are treated annually, 
and those whose case is hopeless are “ put 
to sleep ” in the letha! chamber, where 
their end is quite painless. 


Remarkable Cases. 


During the five vears of its existence 
the dispensary has had many remarkable 
cases brought to its doors. Once a parrot 
came in a dying condition from a tumour 
under its tongue. At the time the 
veterinary surgeon was unavoidably 
absent; but his substitute happened to 
have just returned from India, and was 
a specialist on parrots. He operated at 
once, and, the growth remowed, the bird 
recovered both health and spirits in no 
time. 

This parrot still visits the dispensary 
from time to time, but one morning its 
antics upset the moral of a whole queue 
of waiting patients so much that it had 
to be summarily removed. It appears that 
the parrot started off by meowing in deri- 


‘up to a fortnight ago, and may yet he 
gathered to this day—I do not know. The 
owners of those gardens say that the fruit 
is just as large and as juicy as if the time 
were July instead of January. On a 
County Dublin hill the other day I found 
ripe blackberries that retained some of 
their wild flavour; on the same briars 
there were red berries that looked '“s 
though they meant to ripen.

not be known generally that there is sti 
quite a goodly crop on the hills near the 
city. 


Ghe .Arms Office. 


A correspondent writes to me fo say 
that one of the few remaining British 
Government departments left in the Free 
State is the Office of ‘Arms in Dublin 
Castle.‘ Rumours of its transfer: to the 
Free State Government have been hea:d 
from time to time, but none of them so 
far has materialised. Strange to say, it 
is the only Government office which, 
although’ a public office, keeps its front 
doors constantly locked to the public, the 
reason for this being, I am told, the 
robbery of the Crown jewels, reported to 
he worth £50,000, some thirty years ago. 
The office contains many valuable heir- 
looms. and objects of great. historical 
interest, and its records proved invaluable 
after the burning of the Four Courts.; for 
a former Ulster King-of-Arms made a 
special hobby of making and preserving 
copies of important title deeds and wills. 


Armorial Rearings. 


Notwithstanding the economic pressure 
and the abolition under the Constitution 
of new titles in the Free £.ate, the Office 
of Arms appears to be kent busy. The 
Eucharistic Congress. added to its activities 
considerably; for many requests were 
then made by people of Irish descent or 
parentage for copies of Armorial Bearincs 


and Certificates of Arms. The work of 
preparing these requires great skill ond 
accuracy, and in the person of Miss 
McGrane the Office of Arms has a very 
capable and distinguished artist.

PLANTS. 


SOUTH DUBLIN GARDENING 
ASSOCIATION. 


A large number of professional and amateur 
gardeners assembled at the fortnightly 
meeting of the South Dublin. Gardening 
Association, held last evening in the Technical 
Institute, Dun Laoghaire, to hear an interest- 
ing discourse on th cultivation and manage- 
ment of pot-grown plants. 

In the absence, throngh illness, of Mr. 
Charles Masson, The Nurseries, Sandymount, 
who prepared the paper, it was read by the 
hon, secretary, Mr. 8, Gilthorpe. 

In the course of Mr. Masson’s very instruc- 
live paper the various methods of propagation 
—from seeds, cuttings, divisions, etc., together 
with appropriate instructions on each method 
—were clearly treated. A selection of plants 
suitable for cultivation by amateurs with 
limited accommodation, and capable of main- 
taining a continuous succession of bloom 
throughout the year was given in detail. 

The important operations of potting and 
watering—in which amateurs make so many 
mistakes with fatal results to their plants— 
were explained in a highly satisfactory and 
informative manner. 

Special instructions regarding the care and 
management of plants in rooms formed an 
important litem in Mr. Masson's paper, for 
which a hearty vote of thanks was accorded

“ Man seems almost an exploded fallacy, 
human ingenuity seems bankrupt, and every- 
where there is perplexity and despair,’’ said 
Canon F, R. Barry, of Oxford, at the first 
meeting in Edinburgh yesterday of the 
Student Christian Movement Conference, to 
which there are about two thousand dele- 
gates. 

Canon Bury was delivering an address on 
‘Christian Faith.” He said that they 
seemed to be gripped by forces too vast for 
their understanding or control, and in face 
of them they were paralysed and helpless.

OBITUARY. 


CANON DOLAN, P.P. 


The death of the Very Rev. Canon. Dolan, 
P.P., of Bornacoola, which occurred ‘in the 
Longford Hospital from pneumonia, follow- 
ing an operation, has caused widespread re- 
gret. Canon Dolan was ordained in 1681, 
being then not quite 23. years, For a num- 
ber of years he taught the Granard Diocesan 
School, and went to Longford as Administra- 
tor in 1896. He was appointed Parish 
Priest of Aughavas, County Leitrim, in 1903, 
and after seventeen years was transferred to 
Bornacoola, replacing there the late Canon 
Guinan. He was appointed a Canon of the 
Diocesan Chapter at Easter, 1931. His 
death at the age of 74 is a great loss to the 
diocese, and also to the Diocesan Antiquarian 
Society, of which he was a member, and for 
which he collected very valuable material. 


THE REV. PATRICK BOYLE, C.M. 

The death is announced at the Irish 
College, Paris, of the Rev. Patrick Boyle, 
C.M., who was within a day of his eightv- 
fifth birthday anniversary. Father Boyle 
went to France to undertake higher studies, 
after his early education in Ireland, At the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war he 1e- 
turned to Ireland. When twenty-nine year's 
of age he was appointed Superior of © &t. 
Patrick’s College, Armagh, and afterwards, 
with Father John Myers, was appointed to 
begin the work in connection with the office 
of Spiritual Father to the students of May- 
nooth College. 

Father Boyle was appointed by the Irish 
Episcopate to the Presidency of the Irish 
College, Paris, on the retirement, in 1889, 
of the Rev. Thomas McNamara. His work 
for the students of the College bore excellent 
results, Father Boyle will be remembered 
long for the part he played during an anti- 
clerical campaign at the opening of the 
present century, when attempts were made 
to have the Irish College closed. Through 
the help of the Irish. Nationalist Parliament. 
ary Party and the British Government of 
that time, he succeeded in preventing the 
College from being closed and, sold. He 
remained custodian of the College during the 
Great War. 

In September last, when he had resigned 
his classes of Canon Law and Sacred 
Eloquence, Father Boyle set out to discover 
additional material for the history of the 
College. Death cut short his work.

THE REV. HENRY SKEFFINGTON. 

The death of the Rev. Henry Skeffington, 
Parish Priest, St: Brigid's, Derryvolgie 
avenue, Belfast, and formerly of Cushendun, 
North Antrim, is announced. A native of 
Drogheda he was ordained over forty years 
ago. .He was appointed Administrator of 
Ballvhackamore parish, and at once uwunder- 
took the task of providing a church for his 
people. The members of the church regretted 
his departure from Ballyhackamore in 1909, 
when he was appointed to Cushendun. 

After the death of the Very Rev. Canon 
M‘Donnell, of St. Brigid's, Belfast, the Rev. 
Father Skeffington was brought back to the 
city, and proved a most acceptable spiritual 
adviser to the congregation. Advancing 
vears did not deter him from tackling many 
problems for the imprevement of the church, 
which he beautified in many ways. 


MR. BOWMAN MALCOLM. 

The death of Mr. Bowman Malcolm, 
M.Inst.1.E., former locomotive engineer of the 
Northern Counties Railway (L.M.S.), took 
place on Tuesday at his resicerice, Inver, 
Ashley Park, Belfast. Mr. Malcolm «was 
over seventy-six years of age. He had spent 
fifty-two years m the service of the company, 
and at the time of his retirement from the 
position of chief engineer in 1922 he had ful- 
filled the duties of locomotive enyineer for 
no fewer than forty-six years, He me a 
pupil inthe locomotive engineer’s office cf 
the Northern Counties Railway in 1870, and 
at the age of twenty-two was appointed to 
the position of locomotive engineer. | 

The confidence reposed in him by the 
directors was fully justified, despite his 
youth, and as the duties bevame increasingly 
onerous and important with the Yah aben of 
the undertaking, his energy and executive 
ability were again recognised in 1906, when 
he was given the additional post of civil 
engineer, and he acted in a similar capacity 
to the County Donegal Joint Railway.

On 
Friday morning, after -assisting to prepare 
breakfast, she was missed. | 

A nearby farmer stated that he was in 
his farmyard ;beut 7.30 a.m, when a woman 
to him and asked him for a match. 
She did not appear to be a patient at the 
institution, and he gave her.a couple. .of 
matches. | 

An instructor at the mental hospital ‘said 
that on Friday evening he was at Chester. road, 
when he saw a human figure a mass of 
flames in front of an unoccupied house, and, 
surmising-that it was the missing’ patient, 
he, immediately ran towards her, and 
ex{inguished the flames, 

‘he coroner suggested that assistance 
should be obtained from the local detective 
department to train the staff in upsto-date 
methods of search’ for escaped patients.

SEARCH PARTIES ON 
CAIRNGORM.

Wigs ADLA anxiety is felt for two 
climbers who were on the Cairn- 
orm Mountains, in Scotland, during the 
erce storm on Monday, when trees were 

uprooted on the plains, and showers of 

sleet and rain obscured the hills. 

On Sunday morning Mr. Alistair 
McKenzie (38), partner in the firm of 
McKenzie and Cruikshank, ironmongers, 
of Forres, and for the past three years in 
charge of the firm’s branch at Grantown- 
on-Spey, set out to climb Cairn Gorm— 
4,084. ó 


t—with Dunan Ferrier, an 18- 
year-old pupil of Forres Academy. 
Their intention was to spend the night 
at the well-known shelter-stone, and to re- 
turn on Monday forenoon. They left their 
car at a gamekeeper’s house at Glenmore, 
and when he found it there on Tuesday, 
morning he became alarmed,: and tele- 
phoned to Grantown. 
No news was received of the climbers 
during the day, and a search party was 
to set out yesterday. 


ONE OF THE WORST 
STORMS. 


The storm which swept the Cairngorms 
on Sunday and Monday was one of the 
worst in the history of the district. The 
weather was even worse than on the occa- 
sion of the storm four years ago, when two 
Glasgow students, Baird and Barrie, lost 
their liver. 

Mr. McKenzie, however, has a life- 
long experience of mountaineering, and it 
is possible that he and his companion de- 
cided to remain in shelter. . 

Mr, J. M. Coss, president of the Cairn- 
gorm Club, who attended the club’s meet 
over the week-end, stated in an interview 
that members of his party had ‘seen no 
sign of the missing climbers. 

“ The shelter-stone,’’ he continued, “ is 
at the head of Loch Avon, and is, in 
reality, a big square block of stone, which 
has fallen from the cliffs above on top of 
lesser boulders.’’ 

Yesterday three parties set out from 
Aviemore to search the Cairn Gorm Moun- 
tains. They were organised by the Forestry 
Commissioners’ headquarters. 

Among the searchers was the Rev. Ian 
McKenzie, of Methel Hill, Fife, a brother 
of one of the missing men. 


A search party from Braemar 
consisted of Constable Bell, Miss 
Betty Rushby, of Ravenglass, Cum- 
berland; Mr. Raymond Peters, of 


Paris; Herr Meisser, the Swiss ski-ing 
expert, and Mr. J. T. Russell, Edinburgh. 
All are experienced mountaineers. 

A message from Grantown says that one 
of the search parties is led by Mr. Wil- 
liam Marshall, head forester, who knows 
every part of the range, and: who was 
among the first to discover the bodies of 
the two students who perished in a snow- 
storm in the mountains four years ago. 


THREE CLIMBERS’ ORDEAL. 


Another mountaineering expedition in 
Ithe same area nearly en ed in a loss of 
life. 

Three men, stated to be from Dundee, 
‘set out on Monday with the intention of 
climbing Glenfeshie from Blair Atholl. 
They made the ascent safely, but missed 
their way. on the return journey. 

One of the men reached Aviemore on 
foot after ten o’clock on Tuesday night, 
and secured a motor car, blankets and 
restoratives for his two friends, both of 
whom were in an exhausted state, one 
being almost blind through the intensity 
of the gale. They motored back to 
Kingussie, and later left for their homes. 
Two Aberdeen men, Mr. F. Wright and 
Mr. A. Brockie, who had been climbing in 
the Cairngorm district for five days, re- 
turned to Braemar last night, but said 
that they had not seen the missing men. 
Mr. Wright said that there had been a 
strong gale every night. While they were 
climbing on the Cairntoul slopes he heard 
a cry, and he and his companion shouted, 
but there was no response. Possibly, it was 
the cry of a bird. | 

The members of the Braemar search 
party were compelled to return owing to 
mist, but three parties are to be organised 
to-day to search the east side of Cairn- 
gorm.

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 


IMPORTANT DECISION FOR 
IRELAND. 


Sir Evelyn Wrench, Secretary of the 
Overseas League, broadcasting in London 
last night in the B.B.C. National pro- 
gramme ‘‘ A Dispassionate Talk on the 
Present Situation in Ireland," said that 
Mr. de Valera, who was nothing if not 
courageous, had, by his sudden decision to 
go to the country, caught his opponents 
napping. 
Mr. de Valera had chosen a very good 
moment for his appeal to the people. He 
would be able to say that his economic 
policy could not be judged yet, because it 
had not had a fair trial. He wanted a 
clear mandate from the Irish people, so 
that when he faced the British Govern- 
ment he would say he had the support of 
his country behind him. 

“ The fight at the election will probably 
be a bitter one, and it,is expected that 
the proportion of electors who poll will be 
very high. Prophets seem to think that 
the result will be a close thing.”’ 

Sir Evelyn said that it might be thought 
from his remarks that he was of the 
opinion that Mr. de Valera would be 
returned with a clear majority. 
“That would be my estimate,’ he 
added, “ if it were not that in Ireland the 
unexpected often happens. Among the 
factors favourable to the opponents of the 
Free State Government is the fact that at 
the last election a number of people did 
not vote at all, and so often elections are 
swayed by the elusive individual who only 
comes in at a national crisis. 

“The only dignified thing for Britain 
is to do nothing in the next fortnight to 
add fuel to the fire.” There certainly 
never was a more important decision, put 
before the Irish people than that to be 
taken at the election in three weeks’ time.

BRITISH WARSHIPS SENT. 


Two British sloops, the Bridgewater 
and Folkestone, carrying one four-inch 
gun apiece, have been ordered by Admiral] 
Sir Howard Kelly, Commander-in-Chief of 
the China Station, to proceed to Chin- 
wangtao to protect British interests in the 
area. : 

Telegraphic despatcl.es from Shanhai- 
kwan tell of the heroism of the Chinese 
defenders, who clung to their defences in 
face of a fierce and demoralising bombard- 
ment from land, sea and air. Shells 
battered down the city gates and stretches 
of the city walls. Incendiary bombs 
started many fires. When the Japanese 
infantry swept over the half-ruined city 
there was fierce hand-to-hand fighting in 
the streets. 

Three hundred Chinese troops were 
killed while defending the south gate. 
Some reports ¢stimate the total Chinese 
losses as 1,700. The Japanese casualties 
are not known. 


CIVILIANS TERRORISED. 


The story of the day of terror spent by 

the civil population has still to be told, 
but many charred bodies bear mute 
witness to the carnage. 
' It is not considered likely that the 
Japanese will advance any further 
towards Tientsin at present. Despite large 
Chinese troop movements in Chihli Pro- 
vince, the Japanese military authorities 
appear to be convinced that Marshal 
Chang Hsueh-liang, the Commander of 
the Chinese forces in the province, does 
not mean to fight. 

An official statement that the Japanese 
were ready to compromise if the Chinese 
were equally willing was issued by the 
spokesman of the Japanese Legation .n 
Peking to-day. 

““I warned the Chinese as soon as the 
Shanhaikwan incident was reported here. 
the statement adds, ‘‘ but Marshal Chang 
turned a deaf ear to my warning because, 
perhaps, of the strong attitude taken up 
by the generals who met him in confer- 
ence on Monday evening.”’ 

In reply to the Japanese “ ultimatum”’ 
holding him responsible for whatever de- 
velopments may occur, Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-Liang says that the Japanese them- 
selves must bear the responsibility for 
the events at Shanhaikwan since they in- 
stigated them. The Chinese, he declares, 
although provoked. did not resist until 
the Japanese had rushed troops to Shan- 
haikwan and tried to scale the city walls. 
He concludes by asking the Japanese to 
forward any further communications on 
the subject to the Chinese Government 
and not to him. '

The mine- 
sweeper, Pollux, and the tug, Barfleur, set 
out from Cherbourg, the tug, Minotaur, 
from Brest, and two tugs equipped with 
fire-fighting apparatus from Harve. 

The sea Was rough and the weather 
misty, but the great liner could be seen 
for miles like a flaming beacon. 

For two hours the officers and men 
fought desperately to stem the blaze that 
swept the vessel Inore furiously every 
minute. 

At 6 o'clock the captain decided that 
the fight was of no avail, and gave orders 
to abandon ship. Then from the decks of 
the rescuing steamers they watched the 
Atlantique, a sheet of flame and smoke, 
drift slowly towards the coast. 


NO SIGN OF LIFE. 


Later details are contained in Lloyd's 
messages received to-night. At that time 
the Atlantique was burning fiercely, -ore 
and aft; had a heavy list to port, .nd its 
prospects of keeping afloat were considered 
poor. : 

The British motor vessel, Highland 
Chieftain, confirms these particulars, and 
adds that the position of the vessel is row 
twenty miles west of the Casquets, ah! a 
danger to navigation.

THE PROBLEMS OF 
AMERICA. 


In an editorial article The Times 
to-day states:—People mm this country and 
elsewhere sometimes who become impatient 
with the American attitude towards War 
debts are themselves too often blind to the 
social and economic conditions which pre- 
vail to-day throughout the United States. 
In spite of the great hoard of gold in the 
bank vaults of New York—America now 
holds 38 per cent. of the monetary gold 
stock of the twenty-nine principal 
countries of the world—there. are condi- 
tions of depression and privation which 
have no parallel in the history of the 
Republic. 

With such a situation facing them at 
home, adds Zhe Times, there is no cause 
for wonder that average American citizens 
find it hard to see any reason for lenience 
to their foreign debtors.. It is true that 
they themselves derive no benefit from the 
payment of these debts, since if must come 
either in the form of gold, to be added to 
the great hoard already lying in New 
York, or in that of goods and services, 
which they refuse to accept for fear of in- 


| tonsifying the severity of their unemploy- 


me nroblem. lt is further true—as 
many americans have come to realise— 
that part of their troubles are due to the 
world depression, which itself has been 
accentuated, indeed partly caused, Ly the 
very existence of vast inter-governmental 
debts. But these are truths which it must 
necessarily take time and experience to 
bring home to them; for probably in no 
country. in the world has it been acrepted 
more universally that gold is money and 
that money is wealth. With those beliefs 
firmly fixed in their minds, they cannot 


but be convinced that they would be 
making a real sacrifice—and they are in 
no condition, and certainly in no mood, 
to make sacrifices for the benefit of other 
countries—if they were to abstam from 


collecting money legally due to them from 
toreign nations. 
Adversity, however, ts causing them to 


doubt many of the dogmas which they 


have hitherto held most firmly. They 
have lost faith in their former leaders, 
who for the past three years have assured 
them at frequent intervals that they were 


suffering from nothing more sertous than 
a temporary depression, w hich would soon 
pass away of its own accord, like previous 
depressions—that, in fact, the return of 
prosperity was just round the corner, 
They have begun to study the facts for 
themselves, and ‘they, or some of them 
at any rate, seem to be reaching most 
disconeerting conclusions as to the causes 
of their present miseries and the appro- 
priate remedies.

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office at Hawley Crescent, Chalk Farm. 


road, London, N., on Tuesday night. 

The office was that of Mr. Samuel 
Furnace, aged 39, a builder and decorafor, 
and 1t was assumed that as the body was 
seated in a chair at the desk it was that of 
Mr. Furnace. | 

Last night, however, it was discovered 
that the victim was a twenty-five years 
old rent collector, naméd Walter 
Spatchett,,of Dartmouth Park, road, sigh 
gate, who had been missing since Monday 
afternoon. Mr, Spatchett was a Írienc ol 
Mr. Furnace. 

At first it was thought that the case was 
a simple one of accidental burning, but 
certain facts about the fire led later to 
remarkable discoveries. 

The. first surprise came when a post. 
mortem examination showed that the man 
had been murdered. There was no doubt 
that he had been shot from behind, and, to 
all appearances, while he was sitting in a 
chair. | 

Chief Detective-Inspector Yandall, of 
Scotland Yard, was called in, and then 
‘came thé discovery that the man was not 
Mr. Furnace. ee ee ae 
- The question which is now. engaging the 

lice attention is how Mr. Spatchett got 
into the office: . 


SHOTS NOT HEARD. 


Mr. Furnace was in the habit of burning 
rubbish in the builders’ yard at the back 
of the office, and consequently it was not 
until the office was well “á that neigh- 
bours. became alarmed. hen, the body 
‘was extricated it was found to be charred 
beyond recognition, but tell-tale laundry 
marks on the collar remained. _- 

In the light of subsequent developments 
it is curious that no one heard any shots. 
Consequently the police are endeavouring 
to discover whether the man was murdered 
‘elsewhere and his body carried ta the 
office. 

An examination of the office showed 
that large quantities of oil and paint 
had been poured over the floor. 

The dead man, Spatchett, was single, 
and lived with his mother and father, 
his brother. Robert and his sister Amy. 
He was employed as a rent collector for 
Messrs. T: B. Westacott and Son, of 
Camden road, N.W. 

The last that was heard of him was 
when on Monday afternoon he had a con- 
versation with a builder named Wilcox. 
He told Mr. -Wilcox that he had another 
call to make before going home, but did 
not mention where the appointment was. 


COLLECTED £60 IN RENTS. 


During Monday he had collected a large 
sum in rents. Some of it he banked early 
in the afternoon. It. is thought that lie 
must have had about £60 collected in 
rents. 

Mr. Spatchett was a friend of Mr. 
Furnace, and on many occasions had given 
him work to do on behalf of his firm. 
Occasionally they played billiards together, 

Mr. Westacott, an estate agent, 
Spatchett’s employer, told a reporter that 
Furnace also had worked for him for six 
or seven years before starting his own 
business about two years ago. 

Mr. Furnace’s home is at Crogslan 
road, Chalk Farm. He served with the 
‘‘ Black and Tans ” in Ireland during the 
disturbances. | 

Before the identity of the dead man was 
correctly established Mr. Furnace’s wife 
had béen ‘told that her husband had died 
in a fire. 


Shortly after seven o'clock last night 


three detectives visited Mr. Furnace’s 
house and stayed inside for some time: . 

Two of their colleagues were waiting in 
a car. : 

Just before the detectives arrived Mr. 
Furnace’s two little daughters were taken 
out for a walk by a neighbour. 

Spatchett was shot through the left 
shoulder, lung and heart. 


DISCOVERY OF THE FIRE, 


It was shortly before eight o'clock on 
Monday night that a man on duty at the 
gate of a motor repair dépét saw smoke 
coming from Mr. Furnace’s yard. He 
knew it was quite usual for the builder 
to burn rubbish there; but the smoke in- 
creased in intensity, and shortly’ after- 
wards the man saw a sheet of flame. 
Going to the house in front of the work- 
shops, he told of what he had seen, and 
asked if everything was all right. He 
was told that he need not worry, as Mr. 
Furnace frequently had open fires in the 
yard. ; 
The man, however, was not satisfied, 
and telephoned the Fire Brigade, who, 
after pouring. water on the fire, ex- 
‘oe it. 

There is a small alley running down 
the side of the yard; and anyone could 
easily have climbed from the yard over 
the wall and reached the street. 

Men working at a petrol-filling station 
near by, however, stated that they heard 
no shots and saw nobody climbing the

Four hundred pecple are employed there, 
and the tanks contain several million 
gallons of benzine. © — 

The top of one of the tanks was Llown 
off in the explosion, which occurred shortly 
after 3 p.m. Its force shook the district, 
and when people rushed out of their 
houses A4ames could be seen high in th5 
air. 

The company’s own.fire brigade promptly 
attacked the blaze, steps being taken to 
prevent the flames reaching adjoining 
tanks.. By 3.30 p.m. the danger Was over, 
the efforts of the brigade to prevent th: 
flames spreading to the other tanks being 
successful. The tank involved was, how- 
ever, still burning. 


400 TONS BURNING. 


Four hundred tons of petro] were still 
blazing at-9.50 last ight _A fairly strony 
southerly wind was blewing the flames so 
that they almost touched a tank contain- 
ing 4,000 tons of petrol. Twenty feet 
from that tank is another. 4,000 tons tank, 
and twenty feet from the second tank is a 
third of similar size. 

The tank on fire is smaller. © It holds 
800 tons, but was only half full. A few 
feet away from the blazing tank is another 
tank, which was empty when the fire broke 
out. The wind at one time blew 
flames over the empty tank. 

The wind was changing at 9.30 p.m. to 
a direction which would blow tie flames 
towards one of the 4,000-ton tanks. Beyond 
the empty tank were two others, each con- 
taining 1,000 tons, and there was some 
danger of these becoming involved. 


TOP BLOWN OFF, 


When the burning tank canght fire the 
tom was blown high into the air. If the 
sides had burst, the flaming petro] would 
have spread all along the ground, involved 
the neighbouring tanks, and possibly the 
whole area. The blazing tank was like a 
great torch and was visible for a distance 
of twenty miles. 

The fire started shortly after 3 p.m. 
Firemen concentrated on the blaze with a 
dozen hoses on the nearest full tank. The 
Chester Fire Brigade and two + pumping 
stations on the site worked at full pressure 
pumping water from the Manchester ; hip 
Canal, close to.which the tanks are 
situated. A fire float of the Canal Com- 
pany was also sent for. Fortunately the 
empty tank. was free of gas, otherwise it 
would have exploded. 

The public were not allowed within half 
a mile of the outbreak. 

Describing the scene of the outbreak, a 
reporter states that the tanks are in two 
parallel rows about twenty feet apart, 
running almost due north. In one row 
there. are four tanks and in the other 
three, 

The blazing tank. was the southernmost 
one of the row, in which were four tanks, 
and “the wind was blowing the flames 
almost straight down the space between 
the. two rows. While the adjoining tank 
in the same row was empty, the southern- 
most one of the other row was full of 
motor spirit, and it was this tank that 
was nearest to the outbreake, 

At midnight the flames were almost 
touching this tank, which contained 4,000 
tons of motor spirit. 


WALL OF FIRE. 


A fire. wall twenty feet high surrounds 


‘the seven tanks, deep enough to hold the 


whole of the spirit in the event of al! 
becoming involved. 

The total area occupied by oil companies 
at Ellesmere Port is sixty-eight acres. 

When the fire started an oil tanker was 
discharging in the Canal. The pipes were 
quickly disconnected and the ship moved 
away. Firemen and workmen stood quite 
close to the burning tanks, with the pro- 
tection of an iron screen about five feet 
high. 

Late last night it was thought that the 
fire would burn itself out by 7 a.m. 

Another company had ohne of its tanks 
emptied during the night, as it was close 
to the outbreak.

ERE are few trainers better, or more 

personally, versed in the diverse ways 

of old-time jockeys than John Doyle, 
who, since he surrendered riding several 
ears ago, has continued to train from that 
sin Curragh establishment known as 
Rossmore Lodge; for he was one of the 
famous flat-race jockeys of a period rich iw 
great horsemen. 

RIDING SUCCESSES. 

It would be impossible in the. space of a 
comparatively brief article to recount a tithe 
of the great races in which he rode’ and 
distinguished himself, As a small boy he 
was originally engaged to ride in England 
for Captain Machell, who thought very 
highly of his abilities. It is almost forty 
years since he rode Burnaby to victory -in 
the Cesarewitch at Newmarket, On Mr. Jd. 
C. Sullivan's Berrill, at the old Cork Park 
meeting, he beat Lester Reiff, the famous 
American jockey, on the late Mr. Richard 
Croker’s rare sprinter, Americus, and history 
relates how Berrill subsequently won_ the 
Newmarket Cambridgeshire, beating Codo- 
man, the mount of Tod Sloan. 


HIGH-CLASS WINNERS. 

During the last couple of years Jolin 
Doyle has borne ill-heaith with fine stoicism, 
and everybody will be glad to know that he 
is once again at the helm of affairs at Ross- 
more ge. Probably the best horses he 
has éver trained were Crowdennis, Athlone, 
Fariray, and Tranquilette. Crowdennis was 
one of the best sprinters of his day, and 
carried big weights in nearly all his races. 
Athlone was another exceptionally fast horse, 
while the successes of ‘Tranquilette as a 
sprinter were divided between England and 
Ireland. : 

Fariray was a champion . hurdler and 
‘chaser, and won among other valuable 
events, the Victory Steeplechase at Man- 
chester. Other useful performers trained at 
Kossmore were Bright Land, Ivymount, John 
Lernis, Quarry Boy, Minnetonka, Wisket, 
Fethernadale,. Flashing Dawn (as a two-year- 
old), Esra, Major Ray, etc., while Bright 
Maid (the dam of Smart Alec), Allets and 
L’ Aine were also under Doyle’s care. 

Coming from a family of horsemen, he 
has handed on the#radition to his sons, Joe, 
James, John, Tony, and Tom. James and 
John are at present@#alfilling riding contracts 
in India, where the former has already large 
number of winners, both on the flat and 
over hurdles to his credit. Young John 
has been engaged by the Hon. H. G. Wel- 
lesley to ride during the season for the 
Osborne Lodge stable, but will continue to 
ride when available for his father. Tony 
(D, A.) will have the mounts in races under 
I.N.H.S. Rules, under which code he rode 
ten winners last year. 

THE HORSES IN TRAINING.

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CONGRESS AT 

DUNGARVAN. 

THE FUTURE OF 
DAIRYING. 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT: ) 
DUNGARVAN, Wednesday. 


HERE were over six hundred delegates 

I from all parts of the Irish Free State 

at the Twelfth Annual Congress of 
Cow Testing Associations, held in the Cinema 
Hall, Dungarvan, to-day, 

In the absence of the outgoing president, 
the Earl of Dunraven, througi illness, the 
Countess of Desart presided at the outset, 
and extended a cordial welcome to the dele- 

ates. 

: It was pointed out by Mr. J. O'Mahony, 
of the Free State Department of Agriculture, 
that dairying was the foundation of the 
whole live stock industry, and could not be 
carried on without having a considerable 
area under tillage. im : 

Dr. Ryan, Free State Minister for Agri- 
culture, had announced his intention of 
attending the Congress, but in view of the 
existing political situation he reluctantly can- 
celled the engagements at the last moment. 

Keen interest was taken in the suggested 
conditions for the new Dunraven Cup for 
proven sires. 

Mr. J. W. Dulanty, Free State High Com- 
missioner in London, attended, but did not 
address the Congress on account of indis- 
position. age? 

Letters of apology for inability to attend 
were received from the Earl of Dunraven, 
Senator Bennett, Miss G. Montgomery, Mr. 
B. W. Brazie, Mr. F. J. Merrick, Secretary 
Free State Department of Agriculture; Mr. 
R. McCall, Munster Institute; Mr. J. M. 
Roche, New Ross; Senator Miss Browne, 
Wexford, and General Sir George Franks, 
Dalkey. 

The Chairman commented on the small 
number of Cow Testing Associations and 


rr . 
the small number of cows tested. They 
should, he said, have considerably more 
cows tested and more associations, as the 


benefits to be derived were enormous. 
The Secretary, Mr. P. J. Halliden, said 

that at the beginning of this year the Cow 

Testing Association had on hands £242. ‘That 

large sum was unusual, and was due mainly 

to the chairman, who initiated a drawing oi 

prizes, and got a substantial sum thereby. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 


LORD DUNRAVEN’S CUP. 


Proposing a vote of thanks to the outgoing 
officers, Mr. D. CC. Maher, Cashel, 
said that Lord Dunraven had pre- 
sented a cup for the breeder of the 
shorthorn bull which produced the greatest 
number of heifers accepted for registration 
under the Department's. Milk-Recording 
Scheme. The greatest difficulty of the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Halliden, was the unaccountable 
apathy of those whose interests were most 
intimately concerned with the work of the 
Society. Of the Irish dairy farmers it was 
extraordinary that they could not see where 
their best interests were concerned. In Den- 
mark they had raised the milk average per 
cow to 800 gallons, whereas the average in 
this country was only 576 gallons. If all 
Irish cows could be raised to ever that level 
it would mean another three million pounds 
to Irish dairy farmers. The man who pro- 
duced two gallons where there was only one 
before was worth all the politicians. 

Mr. J. E. Geoghegan, Dublin, seconded 
the motion, which was passed unanimously. 

Fitting tributes having been paid to the 
work of Mr. Halliden, Secretary, Mr. R. 
Lynch, the Depariment’s Inspector, proposing 
a vote of ments to Lord Dunraven, said that 
while the elimination of the unprofitable cow 
was undoubtedly the first step in tea 
what they needed was to find the profitable 
cow to replace the unprofitable. In all coun- 
tries in which milk-recording had been con- 
ducted, in some years the importance of 
proven sires was emphasised. Last year 
they had 150 dairy bulls of four years and 
upwards standing in service. He suggested 
that one of the conditions under which the 
cup should be presented should he that the 
prize-winning bull should be the sire of 
heifers which showed the greatest iImprove- 
ment when compared with their dams. The 
cup was a magnificent idea, and it should 
be the aim of everybody connected 
with cow-testing to be its owner. 
The man who bred the bull should also get 
some recognition, for instance, a medal, Ex- 
periments had shown that there were pedigree 
strains of shorthorns which could give a large 
supply of milk, as well as butter fats.

The Secretary announced that the condi- 
tions under which the cup would be presented 
would be arranged in consultation with the 
donor and the Department’s inspectors. 


NEW PRESIDENT, 
Mr. Nicholas Fitzgerald, Waterford, the

Scciety would weather the storm, ‘but I 
hope we are very near the turn of the tide 
at present,” he declared, amid applause. 

One of the most serious aspects was the 
price of young stock, Those who attended 
fairs within the past month would have to 
throw their memories back many years to find 
a time when prices were as low as at present. 
The .prices tor fine yearlings was between 
four and five pounds, instead of from eight 
to ten pounds, as in former years. Lhe 
brunt-of the economic war would fall on the 
dairy farmers, who could not pass on their 
losses to any other body. One was surprised 
at the small number of cows under test as 
ans. óig with other countries, and the 
trouble was that they had no remedy. He 
aid not think that propaganda was having 
much effect. Until they captured the youth 
of the country progress would be difficult, 
One of the things young persons should be 
taught was kindness to farm animals, 
especially dairy cows. It was almost im- 
possible to change the methods of a farmer 
who once got into a groove. 

Mr. J. M. Roche, New Ross, was unani- 
mously elected vice-president, and Messrs, 
W. O'Callaghan, go sos FSernaa Cork, 
treasurer, and Mr. F. J. Halliden. Banteer, 
secretary, were unanimously re-elected. 


CROPS AND STOCK. 


Mr. J, O'Mahony, Inspector, Depaftment 
of Agriculture, in his paper on “ Essentials 
in agricultural education for dairy farmers,” 
mentioned that in 1926 it was estimated that 
the total value of crops grown amounted to 
£39,749,000, of which, however, £31,485,UU00 
worth was fed to stock on the farm, and the 
remaining £8,264,000 worth was sold off the 
farm or consurned in the households. The 
crops consumed on the farms went to the 
production of — live-stock ard live-stock 
products to the gross value, including home 


consumption, of over £60,000,000. This. 
figure was made up of—Milk and. milk 
products, £13,693,000; cattle, £13,809,000; 
sheep and wool, £2,743,000; pigs, £9,874, 3 
poultry and eggs, £9,017,000; and lfrses,. 


£1,234,000. No matter what changes “might 
take place in their agricultural economy, they 
must still market a considerable portion of 
their crops through the medium of stock, 
and could not carry on tillage extensively with- 
out leaving stock feeding for the production 
of manure to grow the crops. 


EDUCATION. 


The problem of education for farmers was 
of considerable magnitude, and was of 
particular interest. The magnitude of the 
problem of educating young farmers could 
only be realised when the numbers involved 
and the area to be covered were taken into 
account. There were about 121 million acres 
under crops, divided into over 400,000 hold- 


ings, and in the hands of- about 378,000 
occupiers, Fifty-five per cent. of those hold- 
ings were less than io acres in extent, and 


75 per cent. were less than 50 acres, The 
foundation of any scheme of agriculture must 
be a good primary education at the National 
school, with a bias towards agriculture in 
addition to the ordinary subjects. 
Attendance at vocational classes was strongly 


anything except bright, he felt sure their | 
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such as the Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Society, the Royal blin Society, the 
Munster Agricultural Society, etc. 
The education of farmers’ daughters was 
just as important as that of farmers’ sons, 
and a great deal had been done in this direc- 
‘tion by State and privately-owned schools. 
Mr. D. P. Forde, Cork, said that consider- 
ing that about 57 per cent. of the adult popu- 
lation were engaged in agriculture, there was 
still a t gap in the course of their agri- 
cultural education. He did not see why a be- 
ginning should not be made in the primary 
schools with lessons on agriculture when 
the boy was in his fourteenth year. They 
should also secure that vocational facilities 
should be provided for agricultural education. 
In this country, he said, there was a lack 
of a proper system of agricultural credit. 
They had an Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
but the rate of interest-- six per cent.—was toc 
high. <A lower rate of interest, that would 
enable farmers to improve their buildings, 
drain their land and do other things, would 
be of great benefit to the country. He 
wanted them to bring about circumstances 
that would ensure development of vocational 
education in relation to agriculture. 


CARTS TO CARS. 
Mr. T. J. McElligott, Kerry, secondin®, 


said if was the coming back in motor cars 
from the University, the secondary schools 
and the professions of boys and girls to 
their native home on the mountains, which 
they left in a common cart, that had created 
the discontent and disgust in farming life 
to-day. 

Farming was a noble calling, and rural life 
should be beautified and lived for. A boy 
with a plastic mind who left school after 
fourteen years and heard nothing except the 
latest in dog racing, horse racing and Jack 
Diamond’s exploits grew up a useless member 
of the community. The secret of the success 
of Denmark was based on its folk schools, 
where pupils were taught love of home and 
respect for the land, and imbibed the great 
traditions of the race. Education should 
inspire. They should reverse the system 
which denied and proclaimed their religion 
and denied the fine arts, and they should re- 
sist the pagan philosophy which would re- 
strict or destroy human life itself. They 
should also educate so as to resist Com- 
munism 3 


SCHEME NEEDEL. 


He proposed that the Government be called 
upon to introduce a comprehensive scheme of 
vocational education of boys and girls be- 
tween fourteen and eighteen years, especially 
in rural areas. 


in putting forward the resolution they should 
recognise the difficulty that would confront 
any Government in putting it into effect. 
Education cost money, and here, with a 
population of less than three million, educa- 
tion was costing over three million pounds, 
a sum that must be added to very consider- 
ably were they to get the system suggested. 
Even if they had the money they would im- 
pose restrictions and create difficulties for 
many farmers, who could not afford to send 
their children until the age at which they 
stayed at Continental schools. 

They heard much of Denmark, but in many 
Danish homes the standard of siving was not 
so high as in this country. Many agricultural 
countries were not much ahead of us, but 


their chmatic conditions and the psychology 
of the people were aifferent. Conditions here 
were, perhaps, unique in the whole world, 
where the standard of living was higher than 
any part of Europe, and Irish farmers were 
not as backward as other classes of the com- 
munity. 

Bad as our conditions were, they were 
at least as good as those of farmers in 
Western America. In Canada grain was not 
worth as much as sawdust, 

The Rev. Brother Crehan, Waterford, said 
that there was no need to advocate an 
agricultural bias in the primary schools, as 
it was done already through the medium of 


rural science, which was a compulsory 
subject, 
The resolution was passed unanimously, 


and the vote of thanks to Mr. O'Mahony 
for his lecture. 


MILK AS FOOD, 

Sir W. Arbuthnot Lane, Bart., C.B., Presi- 
dent of the New Health Society, in the course 
of his paper on ‘‘ Milk and Milk Products as 
Pre-Eminent Foods,’’ said that the milk of 
the cow was an excellent substitute for human 
milk, although the sugar was higher in 
human milk and the flesh formers lower. 
Milk and milk products were excellent foods 
for adults. Milk, however, was also a food 
for micro-organisms, which indicated improper 
handling and contamination by dirt. Milk 
as it came from healthy cows had wondertul 
keeping qualities. 

Great improvements, the lecturer stated, 
had been made recently in the milk supply. 
The consumer in Great Britain could purchase 
certified milk, which comes from cows that 
do not react to the tuberculin test, and has 
been bottled on the farm, or Grade A (T.T.) 
milk, which also comes from tested healthy 
cows, but is usually botiled on the dairy- 
man’s premises. The bottle is also used to 
protect pasteurised milk, which has been 
heated to destroy sourmng and disease germs. 
These bottles are sterilised by steam—the 
only satisfactory methed. ; 

In popularising the use of milk, Sir Arbuth- 
not Lane said that the New Health Society 
had played a useful part. That Society was 
formed to educate the public in the simple 
laws of health; to encourage the consumption 
of fruit, vegetables, milk and its various 
products. ‘he amount of fruit and vegetables 
consumed had increased enormously in the 
last few years. 

The Society found that there was too often 
very little combination or cvu-operation be- 
tween those who kept cows, and realised the 
difficulty that was experienced in dealing 
with the products of cows belonging to small 
owners, whose capacity to obtain the most 
up-to-date machinery wag limited by want 
of means. Ignorance and carelessness played 
a great part in the failure to provide pure 
milk, and for that reason the Society devoted 
every effc.t to overcoming that difficulty. 

He went on to say that while it was impos- 
Sible to secure perfection in the general use 
of milk, every endeavour should be made to 
provide it in the most nutritious state. For 
this reason pasteurisation is essential in large 
communities, 

In conclusion, the lecturer urged the more 
general use of potatoes and milk. White 
bread, he said, was poisonous stuff, and 
should not be eaten by people who wanted 
to keep healthy. Potatoes were very 
nutritious as long as they did not eat the 
potatoes, but drank the water in which the 
potatoes were boiled. Constipation, he said, 
was the cause of most of their troubles, and 
could be avoided if people would drink more 
water, He wished that women would taxe 
up the food question, as in that way onl 
they could prevent disease. : 

Mr. E.eJ. Cussen, Cork, proposing a vot» 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that Si: 
Arbuthnot Lane’s remarks would be appre- 
ciated in any part of the werld. If shey 
lived simply in eating and drinking they 
would be an Al race. They were now up 
against a crisis as to getting an outlet for 
their dairy produce and milk surplus. This 
was extraordinary in view of the value cf 
milk as a food, and in view of the fact 
that they were importing a great deal of 
what they could produce on their own farms. 
They were importing a couple of million 


pounds worth of tea, coffee, and cocoa every 


year. It would be a very good thing if they 
used milk instead of these products, If they 
did this they would be paying a great com- 
pliment to Sir Arbuthnot Lane, and would 
provide a good outlet for their milk. 

He moved that Congress should instruct 
the Executive Committee of the Irish Dairy 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Society to initiate a 
“ Drink More Milk ' compaign all over the 
Free State. They should throw themselves 
into the campaign, and the executive should 
devise ways and means of pushing on the 
work. 

Mr. T. Cairns, Dublin, seconded, and said 
that there was not in Ireland one-tenth of the 
quantity of milk consumed that could be con- 
sumed, because of pauie-mongers in Man- 
chester and Glasgow. At present, he said, 
every effort was being made to get all the 
milk pasteurised. What they wanted was a 
clean milk campaign, and they were anxious 
to stop any compulsory pasteurising order 
coming into force in the Irish Free State. 
Sir Arbuthnot Lane agreed that raw milk 
was enormously better than pasteurised milk, 
He also urged the making of small cheeses 
as another outlet for their milk.

BANK RAID IN 
MANCHESTER. 


TWO YOUNG MEN 
AND A WOMAN, 


r HEN the Trafford Park bank raid case 

WV was resumed yesterday at Manchester 

County Police Court the mazageress 
of a café in Piccadilly, Manchester, gave 
evidence that the woman prisoner, Lilian 
Torkington (18), who is charged with re- 
ceiving the £905 stolen from the bank, was 
employed in the café, and that she did not 
appear for work on December 7‘h last, and 
had not been there since. 

The date of the raid on the bank was 
December 7th. The two male prisoners, 
James Reynolds (25), a waiter, and Patriek 
Hickey (22), an unemployed slater, are 
charged with the raid and with assaulting 
two tank clerks. 

Mary Gates, a domestic servant at a house 
in Brunswick street where Torkington had 
lodged, said that she knew Reynolds as 
Torkington’s young man. Torkington left 
the house on December 7th. On the previous 
day she said that she was having Keynolds 
and a friend to dinner, and they came during 
the afternoon and went to her room, 

SPENT MONEY FREELY. 

Mrs. Amy Ette, a widow, of Union street, 
Northampto., stated that Torkington, who 
brougl.t with her a large suit-case, stayed at 
her house from December 7th to 10th. She 
said that she had been saving up and had 
not had a holiday for two years. She picked 
up a newspaper and wal to know whether 
there was anything in it about a Manchester 
bank robbery. ‘ 

“1 said did not know there had been 
one,” said Mrs, Ette, “‘and she read the 
account cf it herself from the paper.” 

Later, when Torkington was reading a 
newspaper report of the robbery, she re- 
marked : “They have caught them,” or 
words to that effect. Torkington added that 
she was going to Manchester to bring Hickey 
back. She left by taxicab on December 10th. 
When she had gone witness opened the suit- 
case, because she and her daughter had be- 
come suspicious at the freedom with which 
Torkington had been spending money. — In 
tie case she found a revolver, some under- 
clothing, and large quantity of money in 
coin and notes. She sent for the police. 


OBSESSED BY RAID. 

Replying to Mr. F. E. Monks, who ap- 
peired for the defence, Mrs. Ette said that 
there had been no attempt to conceal the 
suitcase or its contents, The case was not 
locked. 

Thomas Reynolds, a Northampton taxicab 
driver, said that when Torkington asked him 
tu take her to Manchester she said that there 
would probably be three passengers on the 
return journey. On the way she remarked 
that she had been unable to obtain any 
Manchester papers in Northampton. She 
uppeared to be very interested in the robbery. 
Qn arrival at Manchester she went into the 
Devonshire Hotel and came out with Rey- 
nolds. 

Detective Inspector Ashton, of Northamp- 
ton, said that at Mrs. Ette’s house he saw 
the suitcase and an unwrapped parcel, con- 
taining a revolver and seme bags of silver. 
In another parcel were £500 in £1 Bank 
of England notes, and a third parcel con- 
tained another quantity of Bank of England 
notes. 

All three prisoners were committed for 
trial at the next Liverpool Assizes.
